Loirnox, April M. -The excitement of 
the anarchist* over the arrest of Mow- 
bray and the seizure of their Common- 
weal, is shared by socialist* and radi- 
cals, and several meetings have beefl 
called to protest against the action of 
the police. The Hertier Street Interna- 
tional Worker's club, a socialistic or- 
ganization with extreme tendencies, 
has held a meeting and passed resolu- 
tions denouncing the police and the 
home office and expressing sympathy 
with Mowbray for the brutal treatment 
he suffered. 

Many anarebists were present from 
other organisations, and violent 
speeches were made against the police 
and against Mr. Matthews for counte- 
nancing the alleged interference with 
the rights of a free press. Several 
speakers advised the men to avenge 
themselves, as their colleagues in Spain 
and France were doing and to frighten 
the government with dynamite into 
granting the anarc hists of London their 
rights. 

The club arranged to cooperate with 
other socialistic and anarchistic organ- 
izations in this city, to make a great 
demonstration at the funeral of Mrs. 
Mowbray, who died two hours before 
her husband's arrest. It is expected 
that about 8,000. and perhaps 10,000 
men will turn out with society banners 
and red flags and march behind the 
body to the grave. 

Despite Mowbray's absence the Com- 
monweal will appear as usual to-dav. 
The tone of Friday's publication is

PLANTING FISHES. 



Two and a half millions of 
fishes were planted last year, Bays the 
Washington Star, in the waters of the 
United States by the fish commission. 
This statement is more remarkable than 
it may seem. Lp to 1808, all tho fishes 
artificially hatched by the government 
were turned into tho rivers and lakes to 
shift for themselvea, 
were out of the eg 
nearly all of them wi 
out of every thousand young fry but 
few were expected t/> survive and reach 
maturity. Five years a;'o a first experi- 
ment was made with the planting of I 
lfl.000 "fingerlings." that Is. fishes which 
had attained a season's growth. 

lief, , re long all the BSbOS 

propagated for planting in this 
will be allowed to get a year's 
before they are let loose. It has 
found that one a-re I >f Water will »c 
mixlate 500.000 fry from the time they 
are hatched to the condition of finger- 
lings, Fnder such cireumsuinces 50 per 
cent, of the bahy fishes survive the sea- 
son, at the end of whic h they are able to 
take ervreof themselve s and have passed 
the danger point. In other words, when 
permitted to escape and look out for 
themselves In the streams or elsewhere, 
they mostly escai>c destruction and
